House Vote on Aid Is Due Monday 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6-——(#)-——The_ Foreign 
Aid Bill heads toward critical test votes in the 
House on Monday accompanied, along with the 
related inflation issue, by some of the busiest 
maneuvering Washington has seen in years. 

Key Republicans tried in weekend huddles 
to find some way of keeping the $590,000,000 
Winter Aid Bill for France, Italy, Austria and 
China from jacking American prices up to even 
higher levels. 

They hope to have a plan ready for the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee Monday. The 
Committee then could offer it to the House when 
the Bill goes into the amendment stage as a 
prelude to a vote on final passage perhaps late 
Monday. 

A workable arrangement for 
sort of price lid to the interim 
would get some Democratic support. Rep. Bloom, 
Democrat, New York, senior Democrat on the 
Foreign Affairs Committee,’so informed report- 
ers Saturday. Bloom predicted, incidentally, 
that there would be no more than 25 votes 
against passage of the aid measure. 

The interim aid bill, Bloom said, would cost 
no more than fighting World War II for two 
days.

Acting Gov. Tnompson Saturday 
announced additional State and 
Federal welfare grants amounting 
to $4,751,358 and directed Welfare 
Director L. C. Groves to clear his 
Department's waiting list ‘of all 
eligible applicants for old-age, 
blind, crippled and dependent chil- 
dren's pensions. 

The funds will become avail- 
able Jan. 1. Groves will remove 
from his waiting lists 8,223 appli- 
cants, either by giving them pen- 
sions of by declaring them ineli- 
gible for public assistance. 

Approximately 85,000 Georgians 
already are receiving pensions. 

To finance the increase, Thomp- 
son ordered the State's contribu- 
tion to pension funds upped from 
$5.668.642 to $7,420,000. An addi 
tional $3,000,000 will become avail- 
able from the Federal Govern- 
ment under Federal matching pro- 
cedures. 

Thompson also increased the 
State appropriation for mainte- 
nance of welfare institutions from 
$3,151,512 to $3,755,000, permitting 
a 10 percent salary raise for staf! 
members at Milledgeville, Grace. 
wood, Macon and Atlanta. 

As a third step, he Increased 
State and County welfare adminis- 
trative funds from $730,278 to 
$825,000, which will enable author 
ities to raise welfare workers’ 
salaries in the lower-pay brackets. 

Thompson approved these in- 
creases contingent upon Groves 
clearing the pension waiting lists, 
raising salaries of all staff mem- 
bers at institutions and raising 
salaries for lower paid welfare ad- 
ministrators. 

Growes said he would write the 
Chief Executivé Monday or Tues- 
day agreeing to these provisions. 

Thompson peinted out the State 
Hdspital Authority had set aside 
$850,000 for building purposes. 

Estimates were not available as 
to the sum needed to place all 
eligible Georgians on the pension 
rolls, but the entire $4,751,358 
probably will be required. 

A total of $13,000 will be needed 
to increase salaries of State ad- 
ministrators in the _ lower-pay 
brackets, while $37,000 will be 
needed to hike similar workers 
employed in the counties. 

The State Personnel Board re- 
cently authorized an increase for 
merit-system employees in lower- 
pay brackets in the Welfare, 
Health and Labor Departments 
and in the Veterans Education 
Council. 

Thompson said he would talk 
between now and Jan. 1 with offi- 
cials in these other Departments 
concerning the possibilitv of mak- 
ing funds available for these rec- 
ommended raises, 

Thompson also disclosed he had 
approved a $50,000 expenditure to 
enlarge the water plant at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 

Groves estimated that within 
six months under the new policy, 
Georgia's public assistance rolls 
would be increased by 10,000 to 
95,000, placing this State among 
the top states in the nation in the 
percentage of its population re 
ceiving assistance. 

The current roll of 85,000 per- 

receiving assistance already 
is a record for the State. Groves 
said, while at times in the past 
the waiting list has been as high 
47,000, 
It is not the first time, however, 
that the waiting list has been 
cieared.

For Century Till DuBignons Won

island which lies nine miles off, 
the Atlantic coast near Brunswick | 
has felt the tread of countless con-’ 
querors and has flown every type 
of ensign from the skull and cross- 
bones af the blood-thirsty Black- 
beard to the trim blue pennant 
that fluttere= from the foremast 
of J. Pierpont Morgan’s yacht, 
The Corsair. 

The type of controversy that at- 
tended the State’s acquisition of 
the island from a group of New 
York millionaires for $675,000 is 
nothing new to Jekyll. For more 
than a century the huge island of. 
nearly 11,000 acres was the pawn | 
in a terrific international chess 
game between Spain and England, 
with France sitting in as an oc- 
casional kibitzer through private 
owners. Incidenta'ly, one of these, 
old Christophe P. ‘duBignon, 
earned himself a modest niche as 
one of the unsung heroes of the 
War of 1812 between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

In the early Spring of 1814, so 
the story goes, three British men 
©’ war hove to off Jekyll. They 
were part of a squadron that had 
participated in the attack on 
Washington which resulted in the 
burning of the White House and 
were on their way to support 
British General Packenham in his 
siege of New Orleans. The squad- 
ron’s commander, a Captain Ross, 
lowered a boat and sent a party 
shoreward with terms for the sur- 
render of the Island. 

But the party never landed. 
Monsieur duBignon hurriedly as- 
sembled a defense unit made up 
of his multitudinous sons, relatives 
and slaves and they showered the 
boat with gunfire, sticks, stones 
and French invective. The British 
returned later and carried off 
some slaves and some of the 
duBignon silver but in the ensuing 
scuffle, Capt. Ross was killed and 
the ships turned: tail and sailed 
away. Meanwhile, Gen. Andrew 
Jackson hac fought and won the 
Battle of New Orleans’ which 
ended British rule in America for 
all time. 

The death of Capt. Ross was 
@nly one of the many tragedies 
which attended the surge of his- 
tory about Jekyll’s wooded shores 
and inlets. During the latter part 
of the 17th century the Island 
was the hideout of William Teach 
(alias Blackbeard) and other no- 
torious pirates who sallied boldly 
forth from the sheltered harbor 
of Jekyll River to prey on the 
treasure laden galleons plying the 
Spanish main. Legend has it that 
Blackbeard buried much of his 
fabulous treasure on the Island 
end then boasted as he lay dying:

The ruins of 
a small fort built by Oglethorpe 
to house the island’s garrison ex- 
ist today in a remarkable state 
of preservation. 

After Oglethorpe’s retirement, 
the island seems to have returned 
to the ‘Indians who originally 
owned it. But King George III 
reclaimed it for England in 1768 
on the basis of Sir Francis Drake’s 
visit to the island in 1587 while 
engaged in an expedition against 
Spanish shipping. 

King George, in turn, awarded 
it as a gift to a friend, Clement 


Martin, who was ousted from 


Revolution of 1776. Following 
Martin's death, the island was sold 


at auction in 1784 to one Richard 
Leake, a merchant, for the sum 
of 500 pounds. 

Next to own the island was a 
group of Royalists fleeing the 
Revolution in France. This group, 
which included the doughty Chris- 
topher Poulan duBignon took pos- 
session in 1794, but they imme- 
diately lost title to the island when 
the ship taking the deeds to 
France for recording was pursued 
by an enemy vessel and the deeds 
were thrown overboard, along

Winecoff Disaster Anniversary 
pees State Safety Law in Effect 


111 buildings, ordering them totive today, when the State Build- 


Georgia begins operating today 
under a new building safety law 
designed to “protect life” by pre- 
venting fires. 

The State law, a direct result 
of the terrible Winecoff Hotel fire 
in which 119 lives were lost, be- 
comes effectiv on the first anni- 
versary of that disaster. 

In the intervening 12 months, 
Atlanta, more than any city of its 
size, has» moved steadily toward 
effecting a plan that will prevent 
fire disasters in the future. 

During the past year, City Build- 
ing Inspector Marvir. Harper's 
staff has inspected 350 -major 
buildings in Atlanta. As a result 
oi these inspections, condemnation 
notices were sent to the owners of

correct fire hazards. The inspec- 
tions and notices hdve spurred 
progress on 182 buildings and 
closed down 18 altogether. 

Forty-one out of 66 hotels in 
spected were condemned, with the 
result that 36 of the hotels got 
busy with either actual repairs or 
plans, while 1° others were closed 
down, either voluntarily or by 
court order, 

A total of 22 of the City’s 38 
theaters were found to be unsafe 
‘in varying degrees, Harper's year 
end report shows seven of these 
theaters making some progress in 
safety measures, with three closed 
down. Twelve other theaters have 
made no progress, with some of 
ithém having only recently re 
‘ceived their notices: and others 
‘having filed appeals. 
| The new State law, passed

a set of building safety regulations 
which will apply to virtually every 
structure in Geogia, old or new. 
with the exception of one and two 
family dwellings and _ buildings 
used for agricultural purposes. 

W. P. Kennard, State Building 
Safety Director, is in charge of the 
law's enforcement, working from 
the office of Comptroller General] 
Zack Cravey. 

Under its provisions, owners of 
eertain major like risk buildings, 
such as hotels, theaters, schools, 
lodging houses, apartments, cor 
rective institutions, hospitals, 
chur¢hes and other places of pub- 
lic assembly, must qualify for a 
blanket tentative certificate of oc- 
cupancy before Dec. 31, 1947. This 
certificate will be good _ until 
March 31. 

After that date, owners of de 
fective buildings who agree to cor- 
rect the faults within one year, 
may obtain “temporary” c¢ertifi- 
cates. But after March 31, 1949. 
Kennard said, “all structures must 
be absolutely in good shape.” Per 
manent certificates of occupancy 
will be. issued to all complying 
buildings, and it will be unlawful 
for buildings to be used for any 
type of occupancy if they do not 
meet regulations, 

Penalties of $100 a day are pro 
vided for violations of the State 
law. Aiding in the statute’s en 
forcement will be local building 
or fire officials who will be depu 
tized, and a small but well-trained 
force of field inspectors. Exami 
ners qualified to pass on building 
Safety will be approved by the 
State Director, and those examin 
ers for large buildings involving! 
major life risks will be registered 
architects or engineers. 


Atlanta’s aroused action on the 
fire prevention front began almost 
immediately after the Winecoff| 
fire. Properly the City was aghast 
at what had happened, determined 
it must never happen here again. 

Council quickly ordered the 
City’s building code revised ps it 
affects existing buildings. A reso-| 
lution by Councilman John A, 
White started inspection of all} 
niajor buildings, and Harper | 
signed Asst.

ployed. An ordinance was passed 
requiring night fire watch on) 
all buildings which house 40 peo- | 
ple above or below the first floor, 
and this is still in effect. 

Fire Marshall Harry’ Phillips 
predicted the number of fire calls 
for 1947 would top 1946, the previ 
ous record year, despite the safety 
drive. He disclosed fire losses in 
the city for the first. 11 months to 
taled $848,000. | 

The Fire Marshal also reported 
that 52 cases were mace against 
persons starting fires in hotels, 
apartment houses and rooming 
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‘houses by smotlcing in bed. 


Without waiting to be told. the 
Ansley Hotel immediately began 
a $250,000 program to make its 
guests safe from fire. The Atlantan 
and the Henry Grady Hotels went 
to work later~ Some others had 
to be prodded repeatedly and are 
still stalling.

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Winecoff Hulk Sets Grim Reminder 
On Birthday of Needless Tragedy 


Passed almost unnoticed now by 
Atlantans hurrying along Peach- 
tree Street on their missions of 
. work and play is the grim skeleton 

of brick and stone that was—just 
. @ year ago today—a house of hor- 

ror. 

In the pre-dawn hours of Dec. 7, 
1946, the Winecoff Hotel was a 
scene of flaming terror and pain 
* and death. 

In the lurid glare -of fire and 
'gearchlight that: morning, men, 
women and children, with searing 
flames at their backs, plunged to 


‘instant death on the pavement. 


You could hear their pitiful 
screams and then see the bodies 
sprawled grotesquely on the pave- 
ment. their voices silenced for- 
ever. 

At the windows, others waved 
frantically for help. Many were 
rescued. But as you watched the

‘quenched and the last pitiful body 
removed from the debris. Tied up 
by litigation’ of innumerable law- 
suits, the building will doubtless 
remain so for months to come. 

The once proud lobby and mez- 
zanine floors, untouched by fire, 
are little changed, except for the 
grim atmosphere of tragedy that 
clings to its darkened rooms that 
have been rented for offices. 


Go on up to the third floor and, 


you see where the holocaust be- 
gan, how or why no one knows to 
this day. « 

There is a spot in the corridor 
where flames somehow started, 
charred the carpets, woodwork 
and painted burlap wainscoting, 
and suddenly roared up through 
the open stair-well. 

You can trace its roaring path 
up through the fourth, fifth and 
sixth floors, by the burned-out

the flames had begun to subside. 


In one suite there is a closet door 
almost intact, the first door you 
find that is not completely burned 
out. 


There is no thirteenth floor, it 
is numbered 14. Here the north- 
east corner is almost intact. 
death was-here, too, in the form of 
suffocaticn. 

Go up to 15. Here is where peo- 
ple, hopelessly trapped, survived 
by clear thinking. Here is where 
heroic people helped others 
safety wi*h sheet ropes. Here is 
where many crawled to safety 
across ladders to the roof of the 
Mortgage Guarantee Building.

There is a room on this floor 
where a man, his wife and their | 
two children took refuge in a bath- | 
room. But, tragically, there was a 
vent in the ceiling that sucked the 
gases intc the room. They were 
found there. suffocated. 


On this top floor another tragic 
drama took place. One guest, fa- 
miliar with the hotel, knew a 
stairway to the roof. He took it, 
but could not persuade others to 
follow him. He lived; they died in 
the suffocating fumes. 

If only there had been fire 
doors; if only the stairway had 
been enclosed; if only there had 
been a sprinkler system; if only 
there had been outside fire es- 
capes, ‘many lives might have 
been saved. 

But the 119 dead were’ trapped 
beyond ali help in a building that 
had become a monstrous flue, a 
chimney through which the blow- 
torch raged, sparing neither object 
— person that could add to its 
fuel,

- The congregation of the First Meth- 
odist Church of Valdosta last Sunday 
passed a resolution deploring the burning 
of the Negro school and both Negro 
churches in Loganville. 

“The motion was made by June Nor- 
wood after the pastor, Dr. Leonard Coch- 
Yan, had read an editorial from The 
Atlanta Constitution condemning what is 
believed to be arson,” reports the Lowndes 
County News. “Dr. Cochran reminded his 
congregation that unless the law-abiding, 
Christian people are upright in their con- 
demnation of such practice, ‘the harvest 
of hate. arson and murder will multiply 
to ghastly proportions.” 

Nor was the Valdostans’ response lim- 
ited t> sympathy. 

“A free-will offering from the congre- 
gation to help the colored Methodists of 
Loganville rebuild their church was made 
@ part of the motion which passed with- 
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out a dissenting vote. A total of $150 was 
contributed by the congregation,” adds 
The News. “Prior to the action of the 
congregation, the Methodist Young Peo- 
ple’s Sunday School class took similar 
action and contributed $15 for the. same 
purpose.” 

The Yaldosta reaction to the Logan- 
ville outrages can hardly be expected to 
be given the same spectacular play in 
prejudiced Eastern journals as the inci- 
dent which inspired it. But it is comfort- 
ing to know that there are those—and 


we believe they constitute a vast ma-. 


jority- of our citizenry—who grieve that 
we number among us a.few so hate-rid- 
den as to resort to church-burning.

Fire Prevention Progress 


City Building Inspector Marvin Harper 
reports that another disaster similar to 
the Winecoff Hotel fire of a year ago today 
is improbable. 

That is most encouraging, and the fig- 

ures Mr. Harper cites on the progress of 
fire-prevention measures would appear to 
bear out his declaration. 
_ But even with the notable achieve- 
ments in 12 months of concentrated effort, 
the Building Inspector admits that a du- 
plication of the Winecoff tragedy, though 
improbable, is not impossible. 

“It could,” he said, “happen again’” 

That, despite the fact that Mr. Harper's 
staff has sent out condemnation notices 
to owners of 111 buildings and, as a re- 
sult, 18—including 13 hotels—have been 
closed down. The inspections of 350 ma- 
jor buildings in Atlanta have resulted in 
remedial measures being taken on 1!82— 
many buildings that were not condemned 
being found in need of slight adjustments 
to increase safety of the occupants. 

For the most part, Mr. Harper found 
owners of hazardous buildings ready to co- 
operate. One large hotel arranged to 


many of the 85,000 now receiving them. 
But Georgia’s welfare rolls, as a result of 
lax and political administration in the 
past, are inexcusably large. For example, 
North Carolina, with roughly the same 
population, has less than half. as many 
persons on its welfare rolls. 

Because available funds must be di- 
vided among so many persons, Georgia’s 
average monthly welfare check (approxi- 
mately $17) is among the lowest in the 
nation. This can never be raised until 
welfare rolls are purged of thousand§ of 
undeserving recipients. 

It's probably too much to expect, with 
an election in the offing, but we wish 
someone had the courage to initiate a pro- 
gram aimed at dropping every single pen- 
sioner from the list who couldn’t prove 
that he would go hungry without State aid. 


spend $250,000 to remedy fire hazards even 
before it was inspected. A few, of course, 
have been reluctant and had to be prodded. 

But with the new State safety law now 
in effect—appropriately, it becomes op- 
erative today, the anniversary of the 
Winecoff fire—uniform safety regulations 
apply to practically every structure in 
Georgia housing more than two families. 
Building inspectors in Atlanta, and those 
in other cities of the State as well, will 
find their task of enforcement simplified, 
and recalcitrant owners more easily 
brought to justice. While the full force 
of the law will not be felt until March 31, 
1949, steady improvement can be expected 
until. that date, when all buildings in the 
State must comply with all safety regu- 
lations, 

The Winecoff tragedy, where 119 lives 
were lost, stirred Atlanta and all Georgia 
to action. And although much remains to 
be done, Atlanta has made reasonable 
progress in protecting human life. 

We cannot afford to grow lax, but we 
can look with satisfaction at one year’s 
accomplishment toward that end.

Pressure on Austria 


VIENNA, Austria—(By Ail Mail)—In 1938 I 
took a train down through Cologne and Passau 
to Vienna to watch the Germans and their lead- 

ers come in all their sound of trumpets and. planes; their bands 
and their gaudy uniforms, to take over Austria in the first move 
of the great war, the flames of which still light the skies of the 
world, 

This time I flew. By getting permission to fly over the Russian 
Zone we went from Berlin to Tullin airport, in the Russian Zone 
of Austria, in just under three hours, flying over Prague en route. 


Tullin airport has but one road out of the Russian Zone into the 
American, and there we got our first look at the thousands of Rus- 
sian soldiers in Austria, seeing them all along the way. 

L remembered a Vienna that was flag-covered and filled with 
the sound of loudspeakers, going all day and most of the. night. I 
remembered it as filled with people; jammed with Nazi soldiers and 
officials; arrogant and insolent with power. I remembered seeing 
there the Fuehrer himself, and Goering and Hess and Von Rib- 
bentrop and Goebbels and all the others. I had heard the Fuehrer 
speak and had seen the crowds call him out onto the balcony of 
his suite in the Hotel Bristol. 


Change Now we drove into a gray and somber city; a fearful 
one, and a poor one, its wounds still obvious in broken 
buildings and in its fear. 

And when I had been assigned a room in the Bristol ‘Hotel, I 
found it next to the suite Hitler had occupied and, driven by curi- 
osity and old-ghosts, 1 went into it and walked out onto the balcony 
and looked down into the streets of the sick city, remembering the 
delirium, the shoutimg, the color and the fear of that time in March 
and April of 1938 when the Nazi tide had made its first flood of 
many floods which were almost to engulf the wor]d. : 

I had old addresses of two families. I went to them and in 
very halting German asked of them. The persons I asked were 
afraid, and no one remembered the families. Their names were 
no longer in the brass name plates. I suspect they are dead. So 
I walked to where I had stood when I saw and heard Joseph 
Goebbels speak and where I had been when the great parade of 
Nazi might and notables went by—with triple lines of soldiers 
and SS men on each side of the street—it all seemed verysolid then. 
Shabby The streets are badly lif and the people in them poor 

and shabby. They, too, are hungry. They still have 
a better spirit than the Germans, retaining some of their humor 
and their resilience of mind. But they know their situation is des- 
perate, 

Vienna is divided into four zones, as is Berlin—-American, Brit- 
ish, French and Russian. One block down the street from the 
American headquarters at the Bristol is the Russian headquarters 
‘at the Grand. 

The heart of the city is an international zone. 

Anyone may come and go at the Bristol. But at the Grand a 
Russian sentry stands with bayoneted rifle and only those with 
passes may enter, 


Troops The United States has about (11,000 men in Austria, field 

troops, constabulary and police. The troops are too few 
and the duties too many for them to engage in any field or combat 
training. They are a fine-looking lot of men. Our army in Europe 
has changed mightily within a year. The enlisted personnel is young 
and shows schooling and pride. 

Our zone is confined. We have but one railroad out, one of 95 
miles to Linz. There aiso is but one road. Our troops are widely 
dispersed, 

Russia has 50,000 troops in Austria, plus 700 fighter aircraft 
and personnel. Next door in Hungary she has an estimated 19,000 
troops. 

The British have as many troops as the United States, about 
11,000. France has 8,000. 

All these troops are used in occupational duties. Less than 15 
percent of- the Russian troops are so engaged. The others have 
just completed a full Summer of constant combat training and 
maneuvers. They worked with Russian troops in Hungary, making 
an army of about 70,000 men. The two air forces, a total of about 
1,400 planes, worked with, and in, the training. 


Russia’s zone includes the best farming land—that 
of Eastern Austria. Russia controls the Danube 
and ‘the Russians have not repaired a lock or cleared the river. 

Russia controls the railroad and most of the factories are in 
her zone and have been claimed as German war assets which, in 
w sense, they were. But they also are necessary to the future of 
With Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Romania and Yugoslavia already Russian, with pressure 
heavily on Czechoslovakia, it is highly important, as any map will 
demonstrate, that. Austria remain independent. But the peace 
treaty is delayed by Russia and Russian pressure steps up to cap- 
ture the economy of the country, and also its politics.

“Up until now I have gone along with them, for You have given

A Form

Training for 
The Real Problems 


Without reflecting on the Georgia Legislature 

for wevare sure it would join in the hope— 

we trust that the Junior General Assembly which 

closes its three-day session at the State Capitol Sunday is a preview 

of what Georgia can expect in, the way of Legislatures_in the future, 

We hope many of these young students of government, with their 

idealism, henesty, and studiousness, will give Georgia the benefit 

of their talents by serving as real—rather than junior—Legislators 
when they become of age. 

The chief thing that these high school YMCA boys and girls want 
in Georgia, judging from the bill presented in their Junior Assem- 
bly is a complete education for all youths. About 20 of the 58 bills 
introduced dealt with improving educational facilities and oppor- 
tunities for Georgians. Aside from education, and measures tied in 
with education, the youths.are interested in health and safety. They 


. want sex education courses in the schools, and they favor pre 


marital health examinations. They want Georgia’s motorists to 
keep the highways safe, and they want the school busses safe. 
Apparently believing in home rule, the boys and girls introduced 
only one local ‘bill at their session, but introduced three general 
bills providing Home Rule for cities and counties. 


FF » The high school students showed great 
Subsidize Teachers concern over providing a college educa- 
tion for all Georgia boys and girls. Several bills were introduced 
to help the financially disabled youths to attend colleges. 


With football players receiving scholarship: and Georgians die 
cussing providing scholarships for medical students in order ta 
relieve the shortage of doctors, one bill in the Youth General 
Assembly proposed a scholarship loan for those students who would 
agree to become school teachers. The bill proposed a loan of $2,000 
to gigh school graduates who wish to enter college and study toe 
become school teachers—provided the student agreed to teach for 
four years. 


Another bill would provide State loans to help send deserving 
students through college; the loans to be repaid after graduation, 
This bill would not restrict students to a school teaching career, 
but would be designed to help Georgia progress industrially, agri- 
culturally, and socially by giving more high school graduates the 
opportunity of a college education. Still another bill would have 
the State set up one college (others to be designated later as the 
demands grow) which will provide free tuition and books for 
students who have a desire for a high education, but who are fi- 
nancially unable to provide this education for themselves. Appli- 
eants for. this free higher education would have to pass entrance 
examinations, of course, 

There were two bills introduced to have the State provide free 
textbooks in the colleges. Georgia now provides free textbooks in 
the common schools. 


The youthful Legislators, who don't have to 
County Unit bother with such things as being elected to of- 
fice or having their motives impugned by political opponents, just 
walked right out as boldly,as you please and suggested that the 
number of counties in Georgia be reduced and that there be some 
realignment of strength on the county unit system. One bill urged 
a redistricting of the State so as to reduce Georgia’s counties from 
159 to 106. Another bill suggests the revision of the county unit 
system so that “the number of votes to which a county shall be 
entitled to have in the election of State officers shall be in pro- 
portion to the population of the county.” 

The junior Legislators also wrestled with a question which tied 
up the real. Legislature earlier this year. This is a matter of educa- 
tional qualifications for voters. The youths think the school people 
should prescribe educational tests to determine whether a voter has 
enough intelligence to vote. One bill would have the Board of 
Regents set up these tests. Another would leave this up to the State 
Board of Education. 


A glance at all the bills introduced shows that the young people 
are interested in the real problems of Georgia.

A Part of Christmas 
--As Real as Carols

Nine years ago, Mrs. Robert Church laid 

down Sholem Asch’s reverent book, “The 

Nazarene,” and said to herself, “This is 

the most beautiful thing I have ever had in my hands.” 

In a burst of fervor, she wrote the publishers that she 

intended, as long as she lived, to review their book, some- 
where, at Christmastime. 

This week there were many Atlanta book lovers who, 
visualizing The Man of Galilee through Mrs. Church's 
inspired words in Ker book-review session at Davison’'s, 
felt that this tall, blonde, serenely handsome woman had 
plumbed new depths of understanding in her ninth re- 
view of the religious volume. 

“It is a profound spiritual experience,” said one woman 
as she hurried away from the attentive crowd gathered 
to hear the story of the Messiah. “I have heard her do it 
every year since 1939, and each time it is more wonderful.” 


Mrs. Church’s review of “The Nazarene” has be- 
come, for many people, a part of Christmas as real 
as carols, gifts, decorations, friendships and the 
warm renewal of family ties. They begin calling 
the store long before Thanksgiving, requesting its 
repeat performance, and when the day comes for 
the review, thé audience is sprinkled with ministers 
‘of the gospel who appear, they admit, “to hear a 
sermon.” 


“I am not a-book critic at all,’ Mrs. Church says, “I 
do not pretend to take a book apart for literary quality. 
I only try to project the thought of the author, to enrich 
the lives of those who may hear the review, or who may 
read the book. But “The Nazarene” is not just a story. 
It is a story of forces.” 

Notwithstanding her protest, Mrs, Church does inter- 
pret the story of Christ, and more than interpret it, she 
applies it to present-day life. In 1939, when Europe was 
gravely troubled, she tried to show Jesus’ answer to the 
angers of mankind. The next year Poland had been in- 
vaded. Her interpretation was even more urgent. 


“Then came the war, and I knew my audience 
was fearful and grief-stricken,” she says. “The book 
took on a consoling note. It became a guide, as the 
life of Jesus Christ always has been the great 
lesson.” ; 
Though she does not profess to be a religious mentor, 

Mrs. Church has, unquestionably, a deep sense of reli- 
gion. It shows in her spontaneous expressions, in her 
way of pylling the spiritual thought of other authors into 


_-her picture of “The Nazarene.” Wednesday, it was Le- 


Comte de Nouys’ “Human Destiny” and others who wove 
a fabric of common seeking after the meaning of life 
which she calls a “spiritual evolution in the mind of men.”

The second 
was given to 24 women, The next week there were 48, 
and finally 82.

so they moved into the garden, borrowed chairs and ad- 
mitted 125 to an afternoon of books.

Knox, urged her into commercial reviews, a career which 
now claims her every minute from her home and children,

‘Before planting peach trees be 
sure that the ground is not infest- 
ed with nematodes or root knot, 
an insect which is ruinous to fruit 
trees, as well as practically every 
type of vegetable. 

We could nor list fruit without 
including apples and pears, both 
important in the diet as far as 
fruit is concerned. Selection of va- 
rieties should also be considered 
according to season of harvesting, 
so as to have as long a producing 
period as possible. The same could 
be said of plums, which grow ex- 
ceedingly well in the Middle and 
Upper South, requiring little more 
than ordinary cultural methods. 
| Finally, a word about figs. This 
‘is a very popular fruit and should 
be included in all Southern gar- 
dens, but in the northern Piedmont 
‘area sore attention should be 
given to exposure. These plants 
have a tendency to be hurt by se 
| vere Winter conditions when ex- 
‘posed to cold northwest winds. If 
they are protected by buildings or 
plant growth from the winds, they 
are much more hardy and will pro- 
duce heavy crops of fruit each 
year. :
